As it stands, Foch can afford to 
let the Germans make the first 
move, and, for moral if not for mili- 
tary reasons, they can hardly re- 
frain from making this move. But 
it has become excessively risky for 
them to undertake a new offensive, 
which would eat up the last reserve 
division of shock troops and insure 
a counter thrust if it failed, a coun- 
ter thrust bound to be exceedingly 
dangerous, as the Marne experience 
has just demonstrated. . 

On the other hand, Foch is in no 
position ‘to let loose a general offen- 
sive such as the Germans have been 
indulging in. Should he undertake 
this and fail, the Germans would be 
able to pass to the offensive again 
with far better chances of success 
than they now have. As far as one 
can see, the waiting game, with 
certain clear modifications, remains 
the best game for the allied Com- 
mander in Chief. His numbers are 
growing; he has now mastered the 
new method of attack, he has pulled 
down both the strength and the con- 
fidence of his foes enormously and 
he is in a position to profit instantly 
by the miscalculation of theirs. 


Big Moment for Allies. 


If the Germans try a new offen- 
sive and fail, then may come the 
moment for the general offensive of 
the allies. This will depend upon 
the extent of the German failure and 
the effect of the defeat upon the 
morale of theirarmy. But, all things 
considered, Foch seems unlikely to’ 
attempt a Ludendorffiian stroke now. 
On the other hand, he can and may 
multiply his local operations and 
worry and disconcert German com- 
manders by relatively minor opera- 
tions at various points. He is sure 
to, do this if he does not desire the 
Germans to deliver another great 
blow. But for many reasons he may 


Ludendorff is not likely again to 
possess the initiative as he did from 
March 21 to July 15.—The conditions 
have entirely changed and Foch is 
in a far different situation, having 
the power to deal blow for blow with 
Ludendorff, meet offensive with 
counter offensive and wait or strike 
as he may choose, instead of waiting 
to be struck, as he has had to do 
hitherto for many months. Luden- 
dorff may have to strike, whether he 
is in a condition to bring off a great 
success or not, because of political 
reasons, but when political reasons 
begin to interfere with military, dis- 
asters come thick and fast, as the 
French experience in the last war 
with Germany demonstrated.

There was nothing in the 
news that day, he said, which jus- 
tified such a headline, and it was not 
a fact that the German army or any 


_part of it was in precipitate flight.

Continuing, he said: “I want to 
get out of your minds that anything

FAITH THAT MOVES FURNITURE.

divided between Bulgaria and Turkey. 


Potsdam’s war is a war for loot. Its hybrid al- 
liance of Mohammedans and professed Christians 
is an alliance for loot, held together only by the 
hope of loot. When that hope is seen to be de- 
stroyed, the alliance will be destroyed. 

The purpose of rescuing people of their own | 
race from religious and political oppression and 
uniting them with those who had previously 
established themselves under independent Gov- 
ernments was not wholly absent from the alliance 
of Balkan nations formed against Turkey in 1912. 

But the idea of territorial aggrandizement, of 
national boundaries extended over new townships 
and villages and prosperous cities was far too 
prominent in the minds of the ambitious rulers 
who formed the alliance. It became more and 
more a war of annexations and indemnities as the 
fighting went on. | 

When the solemn covenant previously made for | 
a division of the spoils could not be carried out. 
because the greater Powers refused to permit all | 
the territory conquered to be torn from Turkey, 
the allies fell to quarreling among themselves. 
The world saw the horror of comrades in arms 
turning on each other the machine guns that 
should have been reserved for the historic enemy 
of Christianity and progress. 

As the Balkan alliance ended, so will the great- 
er alliance end whose only bond is plunder, un- 
relieved even by a pretense of defending violated 
rights or ameliorating conditions of distress. The 


They have 
already quarreled over the division and Turkey, 
with a new Sultan, is looking for ways to show 
its resentment. 

As long as the Entente alliance is loyal to the’ 
elevated aims with which it fights at incredible | 
| sacrifice, iis war may truly be described as a war 
to bring permanent conditions of peace. To rout 
the bully of Europe, to put down autocracy, to 
destroy militarism, to bring nearer the federa- 
tion of mankind and the parliament of the world 
are objectives satisfying enough in themselves | 


some of these attempts were made by Americans, 
who went to ridiculous lengths to get their shaving 
sdaps and other wares into the palace at Potsdam. 
Of course, what they wanted was not the Kaiser’s 
trade for itseif; but to advertise that he used their 
goods. One of these attempts, in which I was of- 
fered an automobile to use a patent frog’s hair 
brush on the Kaiser, was so laughable that I told 
him abont it. 

‘‘What an odd idea of doing business!’’ he ex- 
claimed. ‘‘Shears, do you know why the Germans can 
go over to Latin-America and take away from your 
people a trade that belongs to them geographically? 
It is because the Americans do business by pull, 
whereas the Germans do business altogether by price. 
An American has no other idea of selling his goods 
than to sell them through someone friendly to him. 
That is the great flaw in American industrial life. 
Everything is done by pull. There are tens of thonu- 
sands of little business men in the country who do 
business altogether through members of the same 
lodge, or some similar conductor. I am told that in 
middle business life, where the volume of business 
done by an individual is limited to his acquaintance 
and the number of things to which he can afford to 
belong, the entire social diversion of the people con- 
sists in associating with those whose function it is to 
pass back and forth these little business favors. I am 
also told that as a matter of fact they despise one an- 
other heartily because of the base bond by which 
they are held together, but endure one another simply 
because without one another they cannot do business. 

‘*Now, German business is not like that. It makes 
a price which enables the goods to sell itself. When 
we go to Latin-America, we do not have to have a 
friend in every port to put a sale over for us, as the 
Americans think they must have. We simply offer 
what we have at a price which Latin-America cannot 
resist, and the thing is done.’’ 

I confessed to the Kaiser that there was something 
to that; but I did not give him the satisfaction of 
knowing how true a picture he had painted of most 
small business in America, which is entirely by pull. 
I know those people very well, and what a necessary 


beginning of the war many things happened which 
might have enabled me to clear history up right in 
there but for my long life as a barber, which had 
unsuited me for the purpose of interpretation and 
absorption. This despite the policy of my shop, which 
I have explained to you. The human mind is a 
good deal like a gasoline engine. It will reverse, 
but only with difficulty and then after being coaxed 
by some of the most ingenious resorts imaginable. 
Though a barber who did not go beyond a simple 
statement of what he knew, permitting everyone else 
to do the same, I was still unsuited to the general 
interpretative purposes served by what might be 
termed a good listener. Thus it was that in a coign 
of peculiar vantage, where I might have served the 
cause of recorded truth as possibly no man has 
ever served it, the psychological burden placed upon 
me was more than my training could bear and I 
failed. You may be sure I have often lamented that 
failure, and that I have soundly cursed the inclina- 
tion to which I was exposed as a very young barber 
to do all the talking while the other man was held, 
so to speak, incommunicado. 

On the day Germany declared war upon Russia and 
France, the Kaiser kept me waiting an hour. He was 
in high spirits when he came in. j 

‘*T fooled them that time!’’ he exclaimed. ‘‘They 
thought I was trying to prevent the war, and all the 
time I was its chief promoter!’’ 

He was immensely pleased with himself, and I had 
almost to push him into the chair. His whole body 
was alive with eagerness, and it was a miracle I did 
not cut off his nose or one of his ears that day. As 
s00n as he was shaven, he bounded from the chair as 
if had been sitting on a pin. 

‘‘Well, Shears, you shall see some pretty work 
now!’’ he exclaimed. ‘‘We have been getting 
ready for this thing 40 years, and it will be what 
you Americans call a knockout.
